As well, two vehicles were stolen in Didsbury that evening, 
one of which has since been recovered near Olds. 

Still outstanding from the Didsbury community is a 1991 
Chevrolet GMT-400 1/2 ton truck, blue in color with Alberta li¬ 
cense plates UTX 598. 

Olds RCMP also had a busy evening with three vehicles hav¬ 
ing been stolen, all of which are still missing. 

They are requesting assistance in locating a 1989 white Ford 
Mustang, license plate TYF 133; a 1995 Ford F150 green pickup 
truck, licensed TJY 775; and, a 2000 GMC burgundy pickup truck, 
licensed VHX 332. 

Didsbury RCMP remind residents to secure their homes at night 
and lock their vehicles and remove all keys from them.

One local developer may be 
in a little hot water with the 
Town of Didsbury after not fol¬ 
lowing orders from them con¬ 
cerning a fence along 15th Ave. 

In late September, the Town 
of Didsbury delivered a letter to 
Gordie Reimer concerning a con¬ 
crete fence he was constructing 
behind his subdivision along 
15th Ave. 

The Town had had some com¬ 
plaints about the aesthetics of 
the fence, as well as of its safety. 
To address this, the Town re¬ 
quested that Reimer have a con¬ 
struction engineer's report done 
on the fencing to gauge its safe¬ 
ness. This was to be done 
within 30 days of the letter's 
date, which was Sept. 21. 

At last Wednesday's Town 
Council meeting, a delegation 
was made by Dave and Sally 


Black, to residents of the sub¬ 
division, whose house backs 
onto 15th Ave where the fence 
is. 

The Blacks addressed their 
concerns about the fence to 
council. They talked about the 
look of the fence, the difference 
in its height, and mainly of its 
safeness. 

"Just a few weeks after the 
fence was constructed the posts 
holding the fence up began 
cracking and chunks of con¬ 
crete began falling off,” said 
Dave Black in his delegation to 
'council. "Some of the posts were 
replaced and we have no more 
confidence in their structural 
integrity as they have began to 
crack and fall apart the same 
way and were then patched up. 
This patch is all that keeps the 
wall from falling over." 

Black told council that he has 


three small children and is con¬ 
cerned about them playing in 
the backyard because of this 
fence. 

'We watched them build (the 
fence) and a worker helping at 
the time instructed us not to let 
our children play near it as he 
had serious concerns to its 
safety," Black told council. 

The Blacks also passed 
around photos of the fence to 
council. 

They told council that neigh¬ 
bours of theirs also have con¬ 
cerns about the fence, but that 
no other concerns have been 
heard by the Town of Didsbury 
regarding it. 

"You say you are the only 
ones with concerns about it," 
questioned Councillor Don 
Watt. "I find that hard to believe." 

Council then had some dis¬

Several candidates in the Wild 
Rose election race have come 
out strongly against Alliance 
MP Myron Thompson’s posi¬ 
tion on health care. 
Thompson said he plans to stand 
by his views. 

Health care became a dominant 
issue in the federal campaign 
last week after the Alliance’s 
critics accused the party of push¬ 
ing for a two-tiered, for-profit 
health system. 

"It’s clear the Alliance is for 
two-tiered health care,” said 
Thompson’s Progressive Con¬ 
servative rival Truper McBride. 
“It will give people with money 
better health care." 

Jason Kenney (Alliance MP) 
has come out and said that he is 
in favour of two-tiered health 
care. Stockwell Day (Alliance 
leader) is trying to play it down, 


but they are playing good cop, 
bad cop here. They have a secret 
agenda and they are going to be 
catering to the rich. 

"The doctors will leave the 
public system and will go to the 
private system, then people with 
money will have the better doc¬ 
tors." 

Thompson, the second-term 
MP for Wild Rose, is running 
against Liberal Bryan Mahoney, 
NDP candidate Anne Wilson, 
independent candidate Garnet 
Hammer, and McBride. 
Canadians go to the polls on 
Monday Nov. 27. 

Wild Rose includes Olds, Sundre, 
Didsbury and Cochrane. 

Last week, the Alliance came 
under fire from all other parties 
after critics said several Alli¬ 
ance MPs support health care 
privatization. Party leader 
Stockwell Day countered that 


the Alliance will provide full 
funding for health care. 
Thompson defended his party’s 
plans. 

"Either Jason Kenney or the 
media hasn’t got it right,” said 
Thompson. “That doesn’t re¬ 
flect our policy at all. A two-tier 
system already exists thanks to 
the way the Liberals have han¬ 
dled it.” 

Underfunding by the Liberal 
government has lead to prob¬ 
lems such as waiting lists for 
services, he said. 

The Alberta government’s 
controversial Bill 11 legislation 
allows health authorities to con¬ 
tract out more services, includ¬ 
ing minor surgeries, to private 
clinics. 

"Everyone agrees that the sys¬ 
tem must be drastically reformed. 
Mr. Klein is simply the first 
Premier who has the conviction 
and courage to begin that proc¬ 
ess,” Thompson said in a May 
10 press release regarding Bill 


tors and the services and moves 
them into the private system, 
and then you’ve got extra 
charges for extra benefits. 
His (Thompson’s) stand on this 
issue of Bill 11 . You’re going to 
get exactly the same thing on a 
national level but only worse. 
This is very serious. It would be 
patch-work medical care.” 

"An Alliance government 
would reduce federal powers 
to such an extent that fund¬ 
ing a public system would 
become impossible," he said. 

"People are frightened of 
the Alliance,” he said. “It 
represents a deterioration of 
something as essential as 
medical care. You’re going 
to have lineups and hospital 
closures and doctors and 
nurses leaving. If you vote 
Alliance in that’s what you’re 
going to get.” 

"People who look at them 
are afraid of them, that’s why 
I’m running.” 

NDP candidate Anne 
Wilson said an Alliance 
govenment would bring in 
two-tier health system. The 
NDP has called for increased 
funding for health care. 

Independent candidate 
Garnet Hammer, an Olds- 
area farmer and feedlot op¬ 
erator, said he supports pri¬ 
vate clinics playing a bigger 
role in the health system. 


"I think we’ve already got 
two-tier health care,” said 
Hammer. “If you take a look 
at it, it’s multi-tier health 
care is what we have right 
now. I don’t think it’s a bad 
idea. It would be something 
to look at anyway. If it can 
be done to save us some 
money and shorten the wait¬ 
ing lines, I think I would be 
looking into it.” 

Asked if he believes the 
recent controversy of private 
health has damaged the Alli¬ 
ance, PC candidate McBride 
said, “I think they are just 
suffering blow by blow by 
blow. They are taking a lot 
right now. This is bad for 
them.” 


On Thursday Thompson 
said, “I never really supported 
Bill 11.1 supported the idea that 
the province needed to do what¬ 
ever they could to correct the 
problem that the Liberals 
started, and if Bill 11 will do 
that, more power to it.” 
An Alliance government would 
destroy public health care in 
Canada, leading to a system 
where only the wealthy would 
get quality care, said Liberal 
Bryan Mahoney. 

"It’s Bill 11 only on a na¬ 
tional scale,” Mahoney said of 
Alliance health policies. “What 
we’re going to get is private 
medicare and the eroding of the 
public systems into a two-tier 
system.” 

"It takes the best of the doc- 


The Government of Alberta 
will provide increases to con¬ 
tracted agencies that provide 
programs and services to indi¬ 
viduals with special needs. 

These increases will augment 
the wages paid to an estimated 
15,000 service providers who 
are employees of these commu¬ 
nity agencies situated through¬ 
out Alberta. 

“People with special needs 
and their families have told us 
that better wages will help at¬ 
tract and retain the qualified 
staff needed,” said Associate Min¬ 
ister of Health and Wellness 
Gene Zwozdesky. 

“This will also help stabilize 
the system and will strengthen 
both the quality of care and 
continuity of services required 
by Albertans with special 
needs.” 

The $40.8 million in funding 
will be allocated to community 
agencies over two years by four 
government departments: 
Health and Wellness ($26.5 mil¬ 
lion), Children’s Services ($12.6 
million), Human Resources and 
Employment ($1 million), and 
Justice ($0.7 million). 

Albertans served by these 
agencies include children and 
adults with disabilities, survi¬ 
vors of violence, people in need 
of emergency shelter, people re¬ 
covering from addictions, and 
youth and families requiring 
support services. 

The majority of service pro¬ 
viders (10,000) work in commu¬ 
nity rehabilitation services, 


3,500 are in child and family 
related programs, and the re¬ 
mainder work in related areas. 

The bulk of the funds, $24 
million, will go to people work¬ 
ing with persons with develop¬ 
mental disabilities (PDD). In¬ 
creasing wages of service provid¬ 
ers was seen as a top priority in 
Building Better Bridges, the Re¬ 
port on Programs and Services 
in Support of Persons with De¬ 
velopmental Disabilities.

-cussion as to how to proceed with this issue. 

"His 30 days are up," said Mayor Ray Lea. "He hasn't 
conformed to what he was supposed to be doing." 

Council said that the construction report still needed to be 
done, and discussed whether they should go ahead and hire 
someone or wait for Reimer to do it. 

"We're looking for a construction engineer's report. It's Mr. 
Reimer's perogative to get that report," said Lea. 

Councillor Watt expressed his concerns regarding the issue. 

"What concerns me is he obviously didn't take us very 
seriously," said Watt. 

We have to go back and put the pressure on him," Lea 
responded. 

CAO Evan Parliament told council that they have two 
options: to grant Reimer an extension or to proceed with 
destruction of the fence, which would take a minimum 6-8 
months because council would have to go to court about it. 

"The reason the Blacks are here is because at this point we 
have to take action. There has to be some serious fix on that 
fence," said Parliament. "I would suggest being reasonable and 
grant him the extension." 

Councillor Cheryl Dahl questioned whether the Town could 
hire a consultant to do the report and then send the bill to 
Reimer. 

Development Officer Robert Wigg said that the development 
agreement allows for independent work to be done, so that 
request would be reasonable. 

Parliament says that the Town would be looking at a 
minimum $1,000 expense to have the report completed, which 
would then be reimbursed by Reimer. 

Councillor Watt suggested that the Town consult their 
lawyers regarding the fence and "see exactly where we stand." 

"It think it's absolutely ludicrous that a couple have to come 
here (to council) and I think it's wrong the way were sitting 
now," said Watt. 

Councillor Judy Kaupp made a motion concerning the issue. 

"I move to extend the deadline for 15 days, that the Town 
contact an engineering company to get a structural report done 
and that the cost be borne to Gordie Reimer, as well as that the 
Town seek legal advice concerning this matter." 

This motion was carried unanimously by council. 

Reimer had been out of town at the time of the meeting, but 
has since talked to the Town concerning the fence. 

He says that he was waiting for construction of the fence to 
be completed before proceeding with the engineer’s report. He 
has already contacted an engineering firm and the report will 
be completed later this week. Reimer says that the Town is 
allowing him to go ahead with the engineering report, despite 
the motion that says the Town would hire a company to do it. 

“The fence was done on Oct. 27. The engineering report was 
going to be done immediately after that,” Reimer said. 

During their delegation, the Blacks also expressed concern 
that there was no rebar in the fence to help support it. Reimer 
said that there is rebar every two feet in each of the panels. 

“I was the general contractor of the arena in this town and 
it’s not falling down. I also built several other buildings and 
they are not falling down. I’ve been in this town all my life and 
I’m not going to build something that is going to fall down,” he 
said. 

“It wouldn’t really be becomming of me to build something 
that was going to fall down.”

Drunk driver jailed 

An area man has been jailed after being convicted of driving 
| drunk in Caroline. 

i Kenneth Paul Hermary pleaded guilty to a charge of driving 
with a blood alcohol level greater than 80 mg per cent. 
He was arrested Aug. 26 after police received a call that an 
intoxicated person was driving around the village, north of 
Sundre. 

Hermary was stopped and subsequently given a breathalyzer 
test which indicated his blood alcohol level was 260 mg per cent, 
or more than three times the legal limit. 
Judge L.S. Mandiman ordered Hermary jailed for 14 days. He was 
also handed an 18 month driving prohibition. 

Man convicted of careless driving 

An area man has been fined after pleading guilty to a charge 
under the Highway Traffic Act of careless driving. 

Dustin Fergus Ackerman was originally charged with driving 
with a blood alcohol level greater than 80 mg per cent and 
impaired driving. The Crown withdrew those charges following 
the guilty plea. 

The accused was driving in Olds on Feb. 12 when he was stopped 
by police. 

"I wasn’t driving drunk,” the accused told Judge Mandiman.

Didsburian running as PC 
candidate in Red Deer

One local man is trying his 
hand at federal politics. 

Doug Wagstaff, 28, is a 
Didsburian who has recently 
won the Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive (PC) nomination in the Red 
Deer riding and will now be 
trying for the Member of Parlia¬ 
ment seat within that area. 

Wagstaff decided to run out¬ 
side of the riding of Wildrose 
because he says he has many 
connections in the Red Deer 
area. A graduate of Red Deer 
College, he lived in the area for 
a number of years. 

He also says that it is a well- 
connected riding, with the 
school board and other such 
associations. 

Wagstaff won his nomina¬ 
tion by acclamation a couple 
weeks ago, after a number of 
people suggested that he put his 
name in for the PC nomination. 

This may be WagstafTs first 
time nominated, but he has been 
involved in politics at all levels 
for several years now. 

In the 1991-92 race, Wagstaff 
ran as the PC candidate in 
Crowfoot, as well as having 
worked for both the federal and 
provincial PC parties over the 
years. 

He doesn’t feel that his age 
will work against him when it 
comes time for Red Deer riding 
constituents to mark their bal¬ 
lots. 

"I don't think that age is a 
bearing. I can certainly bring 
vitality and eagerness to (the 
riding)," he said. 

"I still believe it's a good proc¬ 
ess we have in Canada... I think 
we have one of the better sys¬ 
tems of democracy and my en¬ 
thusiasm isn't spoiled." 

Wagstaff says that there are 
three other declared candidates 
for the riding so far: NDP, Lib¬ 


eral and Canadian Alliance. 

Bob Mills, the Alliance candi¬ 
date, currently holds the seat 
for the Red Deer riding. 

"He's the heavy favorite," 
Wagstaff said of Mills. "But, I 
think the platform that the PCs 
are offering is worthy of a sec¬ 
ond look and is the one that's 
most balanced right now." 

Wagstaff says that agricul¬ 
ture in Canada is one of his 
main platform issues for this 
race. 

"I don't think that agricul¬ 
ture is getting the attention it 
should and again the PCs have 
picked up on it. There are very 
few ridings that have a signifi¬ 
cant agriculture sector and of 
those ridings that do, the "ru¬ 
ral" constituents are really out¬ 
balanced by urban centres," he 
said. 

"Let's not just make it an 
election issue, but day-in and 
day-out make it an issue.” 

Wagstaff says that currently 
there is a major campaign to 
divide Canada. 

"The Alliance and 
the Liberals want to 
divide Canada. It's in 
their political inter¬ 
est to do so," he said. 

"The PC has a plat¬ 
form that's trying to 
build a consensus of 
difference. The Liber¬ 
als and CA are trying 
to polarize Canada." 

Wagstaff talked of 
the hardships the PCs 
have felt over the past 
few years. 

"The Conserva¬ 
tives have a platform 
that’s building. There 
have been some tough 
lessons learned and 
we re a better organi¬ 
zation for it, literally," 
he said. 


We've been beaten up, chewed 
up, spit out, outright rejected 
and through that, there's a 
younger Tory out there." 

Wagstaff says that he's a big 
supporter of party leader, Joe 
Clark and that he's an "honest 
and sincere individual to a fault." 

"We know who he is. He's 
been around for 30 years. Peo¬ 
ple say that’s a liability, but I 
think it's a positive because there 
are no skeletons in his closet. 
No surprises. No hidden agen¬ 
das. I can very confidently stand 
up and say that about Joe Clark." 

Wagstaff says that he's cur¬ 
rently preparing for his 
upcoming debates and is look¬ 
ing forward to the next few 
weeks. 

"There's another alternative 
out there. Day and Chretien 
don't want you to think so, but 
there is," he concluded. 



Creation of ambulance commission 


and other town council notes

Commission created 

Going along with many other 
municipalities in the area, the 
Town of Didsbury has approved 
a by-law in order to create a 
Regional Ambulance Services 
Commission. 

By-law 00-17 was granted 
unanimous approval last 
Wednesday evening at the regu¬ 
lar meeting of Didsbury Town 
Council. 

The ambulance commission 
will begin servicing the area 
effective Jan. 1, 2001, when the 
contract with Mountain View 
Ambulance expires. 


Privilege provided 

Along with By-law 00-17, the 
Town also approved By-law 00- 
19, which is also related to the 
ambulance commission. 

The by-law grants the Moun¬ 
tain View Regional EMS Com¬ 
mission the privilege of provid¬ 
ing ambulance service within 
the boundaries of Mountain 
View County and also prohibits 
any other person from provid¬ 


ing ambulance service within 
the County. 

The by-law was also granted 
third and final reading. 


DAC rate aetjustment 

Users of the Didsbury 
Aquatic Centre will now see a 
slight increase in the private 
user fees. 

Swimming lessons saw a 
minimal increase after council 
approved the rate change last 
week. The previous fee was $26 
for lessons from Wader Tots to 
Level 6. The new cost for these 
lessons is $28. 

Rental rates saw a larger in¬ 
crease with private group rates 
increasing from $69.50/ hour to 
$91/ hour; non-profit youth in¬ 
creasing from $47.50/ hour to 
$59.15/ hour; non-profit youth 
group family rates increasing 
from $59.50/ hour to $77.35/ 
hour; and, swim club rates in¬ 
creasing from $35/ hour to 
$45.50/ hour. 

These increases were recom¬ 
mended by Aquatic Centre staff 
to reflect the appropriate recov¬ 
ery rate for operational expenses. 


Swimming lesson rates saw 
an increase to reflect the in¬ 
crease costs of badges and sup¬ 
plies for the levels involved. 

Council unanimously voted 
to increase the rates at DAC. 


Joinin' in 

After the Mountain View Re¬ 
gional Solid Waste Authority 
decided to become a commis¬ 
sion, they needed approval from 
all their respective councils to 
do so. 

Last Wednesday, the Dids¬ 
bury Town Council unani¬ 
mously decided to form the com¬ 
mission, as well as to become a 
member of it. 

The commission takes effect 
March 1, 2001.

After Town Engineer Wes 
Yeoman left his employment 
with the Town of Didsbury last 
week, a new liaison was needed 
for the Didsbury Environmen¬ 
tal Advisory Board.

Ituth and reality needed 


Dear Editor, 

As I look at what the candi¬ 
dates for this election are talking 
about I cannot but feel that a lot 
of the issues being discussed are 
looked at without clearly identi¬ 
fying what they are based on. I 
believe that issues need to be 
looked at in terms of reality and 
truth, not just opinion. There 
are basically two basis possible 
for looking at the issues at hand; 
so it is necessary to first of all see 
which one is true and then pro¬ 
ceed from there. 

There are two elementary 
truths that this discussion is 
based on: 

1. Opposing statements about 
the same event cannot both be 
true at the same time. 

2. True science does not rule 
out any conclusions before start¬ 
ing out and will come the conclu¬ 
sion that the facts point to. 

The two possible basis then 
for looking at the issues at hand 
are darwinistic (evolutionary) 
philosophy and creation. Evolu¬ 
tion basically says that every¬ 
thing happened accidentally 
without design whereas creation 
says that there is design in every¬ 
thing. 

With evolution there are no 
absolutes, therefore right and 
wrong are relative and generally 
determined by the most power¬ 
ful or influential person or group. 
Right and wrong changes as dif¬ 
ferent power people and groups 
change. Also, right and wrong 
varies from place to place. 

With creation there are abso¬ 
lutes as determined by God not 
people, therefore right and wrong 
do not change and people do not 
determine what is right or wrong; 
God does. 

The reason for establishing 
which of these approaches is true 
is that life and issues will be 
looked at from totally different 
perspectives which will never 
agree. With evolution, the focus 
will be generally only on this life 
and finding pleasure and fulfil¬ 
ment in it. Truth and opinion 
will be looked at in terms of self 
preservation and enhancement. 
At death you just go back to 
“dust” as it were, and that is the 
end of it. 

With creation the focus will be 
on being righteous, living justly, 
and living for eternity. The 
creationist has absolute truth to 
guide him/her. If creation is true 
then the creationist has a secure 


future in eternity, but the evolu¬ 
tionist faces eternal judgement. 

In coming to a conclusion as 
to which of these paths is true 
one must look at the facts and 
evidence of science, and apply 
reason and logic not preference 
or opinion. 

With both paths, there is an 
unexplained beginning. Evolu¬ 
tion starts at a point in time with 
enough material and energy to 
make everthing happen, creation 
starts with God who then makes 
everything happen. 

Evolutionists have some ma¬ 
jor hurdles to overcome when 
science, reason and logic are used. 
Here are some that I have come 
up with: 

1. An environment for life to 
be sustained needs to be created. 

2. Inanimate material needs 
to somehow come to life. 

3. The material that has come 
to life must then somehow acci¬ 
dentally start reproducing. 

4. These now living things 
need to start developing into 
something more complex. 

5. These more complex living 
things now need to accidentally 
start developing sexual organs 
while still procreating by divi¬ 
sion until the sexual organs have 
accidentally just happened in sev¬ 
eral of these living things and are 
compatible and work for procrea¬ 
tion. 

6. There would be a much 
larger fossil record of failed mu¬ 
tations and developments than 
ones that worked and the fossil 
trail would be complete, not just 
one set of bones here or there. 

7. Another major step would 
involve moving from just living 
to being able to think and rea¬ 
son. 

In looking at these items and 
others, it is obvious that evolu¬ 
tion basically assumes some type 
of design guiding this process. 
Even something as minor as the 
beak of a finch changing size to 
adapt to a different weather pat¬ 
tern. If it is only accidental then 
there would not be any corre¬ 
spondence between the weather 
and the size of the beak, yet if 
there is design, then there would 
be a correlation. 

Believing in evolution would 
be like believing that the most 
modern super computer just ac¬ 
cidentally happened to pop out of 
the ground, and all the software 
(i.e. the intelligence) just acci¬ 
dentally happened to match that 


computer. When the complexity 
of the human body, for example, 
is looked at and the design of it, 
then I think it to be impossible to 
believe in evolution. 

Consider now the impact that 
these two possible paths have on 
the some of the issues of this 
election. 

Take for example the issue of 
abortion. Our government makes 
a big deal about peace and pro¬ 
tecting life overseas, yet accepts 
murdering unborn children in 
Canada as a “right.” Sending 
troops overseas to save lives is 
heroic, yet taking a stand at home 
against murdering unborn chil¬ 
dren is “intolerant.” Scientific 
and medical evidence show that 
unborn children are people, not 
just some tissue. Just look at how 
premature children can be born 
and survive. Just because the 
child is still in the womb and is 
being supported by the mother 
does not relegate it to a piece of 
tissue that can be destroyed. If 
this group in power decides that 
it is legal to kill unborn children, 
then what is to keep future gen¬ 
erations from deciding that it is 
legal to kill older people, unpro¬ 
ductive people, or why not just 
make murder in general legal? 

Another issue as of late has 
been that of “tolerance.” Toler¬ 
ance is supposed to accept every¬ 
thing and not pass judgement, 
yet the people who seem to put 
this forth are really saying that 
they are judging your position to 
be wrong (how is that being tol¬ 
erant? ) and that you need to agree 
with them. 

Also if you say that you should 
tolerate all people and their be¬ 
liefs, then what you are really 
saying is that what people be¬ 
lieve is fictional and of no value 
since opposing beliefs about the 
same event cannot be true at the 
same time. i.e. Creation and evo¬ 
lution cannot both be true since 
they are opposing views of the 
same event. 

Thus tolerance is not the is¬ 
sue, but rather truth and reality, 
and our decisions about how we 
live and who we elect to repre¬ 
sent us need to be based on truth 
and reality, not the changing 
tides of opinion which can be 
right one day, and wrong an¬ 
other. Our future depends on 
this.

Last week I wrote a letter expressing my concerns regard¬ 
ing the imminent passing of the direct control regulations for 
the industrial/commercial subdivision of the SE V* at the 
intersection of highways 22 and 27 east of Sundre. Residents 
felt certain these regulations would be “rubber stamped” by 
Council. We are pleased to have been wrong. 

On October 25 at Council meeting Council did not pass the 
regulations as presented, despite the strong opinions of a 
couple councillors, and sent them back for review by Plan¬ 
ning. THANK YOU COUNCIL. Your concerns echoes many of 
those of the residents and your actions confirmed these regu¬ 
lations must not be approved without the appropriate thor¬ 
ough review that is required for a development of this magni¬ 
tude. 

It is encouraging most of the councillors have taken a 
serious look at the direct control rules and realize it is a 
precident-setting document and should not be rushed. Ur¬ 
gency is not in the best interest of the County. The County’s 
interests are served best when careful consideration is given 
to prepare regulations for any development. These regula¬ 
tions should benefit the county, the developer, and the rate¬ 
payers. 

The direct contol rules for the highways 22 and 27 subdivi¬ 
sion will be reviewed at MPC November 1st. The review will 
still not have an independent voice as is the procedure in 
many counties. However, for the first time since the 
redesignation and direct control process began, we feel some 
comfort with Council support. Again Council, thank you.

What does months and 
months of steady fundraising 
and hard training get you? 

For two local ladies, it 
meant the chance to compete 
in one of the largest mara¬ 
thons in the world. 

Nancy Banick and Nancy 
Harrigan-Lambert arrived 
home last week from a whirl¬ 
wind trip to Ireland to take 
part in the Dublin Marathon, 
as part of the Arthritis Soci¬ 
ety's Joints In Motion team. 

The two began their 
fundraising back in March, 
as each had to come up with 
$5,000 to make the trip. 

This fundraising guaran¬ 
teed the two their plane tick¬ 
ets and accommodations once 
in Ireland. 

The international race 
wasn't an arthritis run, but 
various groups across 
Canada were there to run for 
the cause. 

Their training for the 44 
km race began in late Janu¬ 
ary, when the ladies hit the 
pavement several times a 
week. 

"We hit the road on Jan. 
30 and the end of the road on 
Oct. 30, literally," said 
Banick. 

Through the generosity of 
businesses and other people 
in the area, Banick was able 
to raise $5,800 and Harrigan- 
Lambert raised $5,100. 

The ladies, who are avid 
runners, decided to partici¬ 
pate in the marathon because 
they see the effects of arthri¬ 
tis daily. 

Banick chose her mother 
as her Arthritis Hero, while 


Harrigan-Lambert ran for 
Tyler Woit, and 11-year-old 
student who suffers from ju¬ 
venile arthritis. 

Both Banick and 
Harrigan-Lambert say that 
the actual race was a little 
trecherous, but not because 
of the distance. The approxi¬ 
mately 9,000 runners had to 
participate in freezing, cold, 
pouring rain through the 
entire course. 

Close to 100 people from 
Alberta and the NWT trav¬ 
elled to Ireland to partici¬ 
pate on behalf of the prov¬ 
ince, which subsequently 
raised approximately $5,000 
for arthritis. The total 
fundraising dollars raised by 
Canada for this cause was 
about $2 million. 

The ladies say that they 
finished the marathon close 
to the middle of the pack. An 
Irish Olympian won the wom¬ 
en's honours, while a Scot¬ 
tish gentleman won for the 
men. 

"We met tonnes of people," 
Banick said of their trip. 

The two couldn't speak 
highly enough of the organ¬ 
izers of the event. 

"It was well run and very 
well organized," said Banick. 
"The Canadians were cheered 
by the Irish. There was defi¬ 
nitely support from the 
Irish.” 

The ladies spent two weeks 
prior to the marathon trav¬ 
elling Ireland and seeing the 
sights. 

"It was interesting getting 
to know the culture over 
there," said Harrigan-Lam¬ 
bert. "It's quite different." 


A Women’s Place: 
Remembering our 
Canadian veterans 


November 5 to 11 is Veter¬ 
ans’ Week in Canada, a time 
when Canadians pay tribute 
to the courage and sacrifice 
of more than 1.5 million vet¬ 
erans who have served our 
country during wartime and 
in peacekeeping operations. 

Over the last one hundred 
years, the role of women in 
Canadian society has 
changed dramatically. And 
nowhere was this shift more 
apparent than during the 
First and Second World 
Wars. 

During wartime, Canadian 
women on the homefront 
were determined to contrib¬ 


ute to the war effort. 

Tens of thousands fo 
women literally traded their 
dresses for trousers as they 
went to work to fill the fac¬ 
tory and farm jobs vacated 
by the men who went off to 
war. 

During the Second World 
War, these working women 
became know as Rosies, af¬ 
ter the wartime song and 
comic book heroine Rosie the 
Riveter, who worked in a fac¬ 
tory supplying equipment for 
the war effort. 

The Women’s Voluntary 
Services mobilized house¬ 
wives to help out when needed

and duties ranged from do¬ 
nating blood for the troops 
to tending Victory Gardens. 

The Department of Na¬ 
tional Defence asked women 
to save kitchen fat and bones 
from meals to make the glyc¬ 
erin and glue that were needed 
to manufacture Allied planes 
and weapons. 

Canadian women were 
known for their compassion 
during wartime and would 
gather in living rooms and 
church basements to knit the 
scarves and socks that would 
help keep soldiers warm dur¬ 
ing the winter months. 

Care packages were assem¬ 
bled to supply the armed 
forces with coffee, tea, dried 
fruit and other small luxu¬ 


ries from their home coun¬ 
try. 

And many Canadian 
women served closer to the 
actual fighting. 

During the First World 
War, 3,141 Canadian nurses 
volunteered their services, 
and 46 gave their lives while 
working to ease the suffer¬ 
ing of the wounded troops. 

By the time the Second 
World War began in 1939, 
the nursing service was ex¬ 
panded to all three branches 
of the military: army, navy 
and air force. 

In addition to nurses, 
more than 17,000 served in 
the Canadian Air Force Wom¬ 
en’s Division, 17,018 served 
on the Canadian Women’s 


Army Corps, and 6,781 served 
on the Women’s Royal Cana¬ 
dian Naval Service. In all, 73 
women died in service. 

Today, women regularly 
serve in all three branches of 
Canada’s Armed Services and 
are valuable members of 
Canada’s international 
peacekeeping forces. 

During Veterans’ Week 
2000, Canadians have an op¬ 
portunity to honour all our 
brave veterans and 
peacekeepers and celebrate 
Canada’s Legacy of Peace.

I was probably in grade six or seven when our teacher 
got photos of all the Federal Cabinet Ministers and 
arranged them around the walls of our one room school. 
Two or three times a week he would use his yard stick 
to point to a photo while he called out a child’s name. 
The called upon child was supposed to bark out, “Shipley, 
Indian Affairs,” or “Cookson, Finance Minister,” etc. 
etc. I was so busy praying that my turn would coincide 
with one of the two I knew that I wasn’t paying 
attention to any one else’s answers so I never did learn 
the entire cabinet and why would I? What Earthly use 
was there in teaching kids the names of Cabinet Minis¬ 
ters. How could a memorized list of the Cabinet Minis¬ 
ters of 1949 be of the slightest use even in 1950, and 
supposing I had memorized them can you imagine 
anything more boring than being buttonholed by some¬ 
one who wanted to recite an outdated list of Government 
Officials? 

Meanwhile we lived within a couple of miles of the 
Battle River near the site of Fort Ostell and the Hud¬ 
son’s Bay Post at Battle River Crossing. We were in the 
heart of Peter Fidler and Father Lacombe Country, on 
the Rocky Mountain House Trail, the Calgary Edmon¬ 
ton Trail, near the Trail of Anthony Henday, and in 
David Thompson Country. I don’t think anyone ever 
mentioned these things. If they did they were presented 
as ancient, boring history that did not catch our imagi¬ 
nations. We learned the dates of Battles wherein Britain 
was always righteous and victorious, the names of 
American inventors, history skewed to the White Chris¬ 
tian perspective and the names of Cabinet Ministers, for 
heavens sake. 

Last June, Ralph and I went to Great Falls for Lodge 
business. While I was at a board meeting he and a friend 
visited the Lewis and Clark Interpretive Centre. Last 
week we had another trip to Montana and because 
Ralph wanted me to see the Lewis and Clark exhibit our 
first stop was in Great Falls. The Interpretive Centre is 
built into a hillside on the banks of the Missouri River 
and landscaped with native plants and grasses that had 
been named and recorded by Lewis and Clark. It’s 
beautifully done, there is a film, lots of enthusiastic, 
volunteer guides who love what they are doing, and lots 
of well presented information. I learned more history in 
an hour that I did in all of elementary school and a 
surprising amount of it had to do with Canada. I talked 
to a staff member who was making notes about which 
exhibits seemed to best hold public attention. She had 
visited some of the museums and interpretive centres in 
Alberta and she said that in this field, “Alberta leads the 
way.” We were so proud. 

There was a school tour in progress while we were 
there. Probably sixty or seventy kids in about grades 5 
and 6. They were quiet, well behaved, orderly and 
totally absorbed in the presentation. How wonderful for 
them to have this opportunity to feel and taste their own 
beginnings. To really grasp who and what came before 
them, stood on this very spot, walked in these mocca¬ 
sins, portaged around these falls, shot these rapids. 

When we left the Centre we took a lovely drive along 
the Missouri rivier. It is so wide and peaceful and 
ancient and it’s so steeped in history and romance that 
you can almost see birch bark canoes and wooden 
longboats, barges loaded with furs and then paddle 
wheelers with gamblers in tail coats, dance hall girls 
and brass bands. You can hear them too, the rhythmic 
songs of the oarsmen in the longboats, the honky tonk 
piano on the Riverboat, war drums, prayer and feast 
songs. We have some Eddy Arnold Tapes that we like to 
play when we are driving. By pure chance his version of 
“Across the Wide Missouri,” began while we were 
actually driving, across the Missouri. It was almost too 
much. 

I think it’s wonderful that this generation of kids has 
access to such beautifully presented history. I think it’s 
wonderful that Alberta “leads the way.” Go to Dinosaur 
Provincial Park, Head Smashed In Buffalo Jump, The 
Tyrell, The Frank Slide, Writing on Stone and go to The 
Lewis and Clark as well. You have my permission to 
skip the Federal Cabinet Ministers.

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November is Diabetes Awareness Month 


Some 1.5 million Cana¬ 
dians have diabetes and 
another 750 thousand 
have diabetes and don’t 
know it. Diabetes Aware¬ 
ness Month was created 
as an effort to educate the 
public about this disease 
and to inform those with 
diabetes about the re¬ 
sources available to them. 

Health Authority 5 has 
a Diabetes Health Care 
Team located at each fa¬ 
cility within the Region, 
helping patients manage 
their diabetes. The Diabe¬ 
tes Health Care Team 
teaches patients about dia¬ 
betes and how to make 
diabetes care a part of their 
life. 

What is diabetes? 

There are three main 
types of diabetes. 

Type 1 diabetes, usu¬ 
ally diagnosed in children, 
occurs when the pancreas 
is unable to produce insu¬ 
lin. Insulin is an essential 
body requirement that 
ensures body energy needs 
are met. Approximately 10 
per cent of people with 
diabetes have type 1 dia¬ 
betes. 

The remaining 90 per 
cent are affected by type 2 
diabetes, which occurs 
when the pancreas does 
not produce enough insu¬ 
lin or when the body does 
not effectively use the in¬ 
sulin that is produced. 
Type 2 diabetes usually 
develops in adulthood, al¬ 
though recently increas¬ 
ing numbers of children 
in high-risk populations 
are being diagnosed. 

A third type of diabe¬ 
tes, gestational diabetes, 
is a temporary condition 
that occurs during preg¬ 
nancy. It affects two to 
four per cent of all preg¬ 
nancies and involves an 
increased risk of develop¬ 
ing diabetes for both 
mother and child. 

Is diabetes serious? 


Diabetes is a leading 
cause of death by disease. 
If it is left untreated or 
improperly managed, the 
high levels of blood sugar 
associated with diabetes 
can slowly damage both 
managed, the high levels 
of blood sugar associated 
with diabetes can slowly 
damage both the small and 
large blood vessels in the 
body, resulting in a vari¬ 
ety of complications: the 
small and large blood ves¬ 
sels in the body, resulting 
in a variety of complica¬ 
tions: 

• heart disease is two 
to four times more com¬ 
mon in people with diabe¬ 
tes than without; 

• diabetes is a leading 
cause of adult blindness; 

• in Canada, people 
with diabetes account for 
28 per cent of all new cases 
of serious kidney disease; 

• worldwide, half or 
more of all non-traumatic 
limb amputations are due 
to diabetes; and 

• diabetes is a major 
cause of erectile dysfunc¬ 
tion. 

With careful manage¬ 
ment, these complications 
can be delayed and even 
prevented. The first step 
in preventing the onset of 
these complications is rec¬ 
ognizing the symptoms 
that may indicate you have 
diabetes. 

What are the symp¬ 
tomst? 

Signs and symptoms of 
diabetes include the fol¬ 
lowing: 

• unusual thirst 

• frequent urination 

• unusual weight loss 

• extreme fatigue or 
lack of energy 

• blurred vision 

• frequent or recurring 
infections 

• cuts and bruises that 
are slow to heal and 

• tingling or numbness 
in hands or feet.

It is also important to 
recognize that many peo¬ 
ple who have type 2 diabe¬ 
tes may display no symp¬ 
toms. 

How is diabetes 
treated? 

Today, more than ever 
before, people with diabe¬ 
tes can expect to live ac¬ 
tive, independent and vi¬ 
tal lives if they make a 
lifelong commitment to 
careful management of the 
disease. 

Diabetes is managed in 
the following ways: 

Education: Diabetes 
education is an important 
first step. All people with 
diabetes need to learn 
about their condition in 
order to make healthy life¬ 
style choices and manage 
their diabetes. 

Meal Planning: 
What, when and how much 
you eat play an important 
role in regulating how well 
your body manages blood 
sugar levels. 

Exercise: Regular ex¬ 
ercise helps your body 
lower blood sugars, pro¬ 
motes weight loss, reduces 
stress and enhances over¬ 
all fitness. 

Healthy Weight: 

Maintaining a healthy 
weight is especially impor¬ 
tant in the control ot type 
2 diabetes. 

Medication: Type 1 
diabetes always requires 
daily injections of insulin. 
Type 2 diabetes is control¬ 
led through exercise and 


meal planning and may 
require medications and/ 
or insulin to assist the 
body in making or using 
insulin more effectively. 

Lifestyle Manage¬ 
ment: Learning to reduce 
stress levels in day-to-day 
life can help people with 
diabetes better manage 
their disease. 

While it was previously 
assumed that having dia¬ 
betes was a clear-cut ticket 
to further disease and com- 
plications, it has been 
shown that good control 
(keeping blood sugars 
close to a non-diabetic per¬ 
son’s) can be attained 
through combinations of 
insulin therapy, diet, ex¬ 
ercise, and other medica¬ 
tions... and that keeping 
in good control will help 
prevent or reverse other 
diabetic complications. 
What are the risks? 

Fisk factors for devel¬ 
oping diabetes include the 
following: 

• being age 45 or over 

• being overweight (es¬ 
pecially if you carry most 
of your weight around 
your middle) 

• being a member of a 
high-risk group (Aborigi¬ 
nal peoples, Hispanic, 
Asian or African descent) 

• having a parent, 
brother or sister with dia¬ 
betes 

• having given birth to 
a baby that weighed over 
4 kg (9 lbs) at birth, or 
have had gestational dia¬ 


betes (diabetes during 
pregnancy) 

• having high choles¬ 
terol or other fats in the 
blood 

• having higher-than- 
normal blood glucose lev¬ 
els 

• having high blood 
pressure or heart disease 
How do you know if 
you have diabetes? 

Early diagnosis of dia¬ 
betes is extremely impor¬ 
tant. The earlier it is diag¬ 
nosed, the sooner steps 
can be taken to manage 
the disesase and prevent 
or delay complications. 
Routine screening is rec¬ 
ommended every three 
years for everyone age 45 
or over and every year for 
individuals with other 
risk factors. Diabetes is 
diagnosed through a rou¬ 
tine blood test. 

Can you prevent 
diabetes? 

Scientists believe that 
lifestyle and type 2 diabe¬ 
tes are closely linked. This 
means that lifestyle is one 
area individuals can focus 
on to help prevent or de¬ 
lay the onset of the dis¬ 
ease. A healthy diet, 
weight control, exercise 
and reduction in stress are 
important prevention 
steps. 

Helping you manage 
your diabetes, a group of 
health care professionals 
including your doctor, a 
registered nurse, dieti¬ 
cian, and pharmacist 


make up your Diabetes 
Health Care Team. Often 
other professionals, such 
as an eye doctor, foot doc¬ 
tor, physiotherapist, or 
mental health professional 
are asked to join this team. 
In Health Authority 5 the 
Diabetes Health Care 
Team teaches you about 
diabetes and how to make 
diabetes care a part of your 
life. 

You are the most im¬ 
portant member of the 
team, as you need to tell 
the team how your diabe¬ 
tes care plan is working 
and when you need their 
help. 

The Regional Diabetes 
Program is available at 
your local hospital in 
Health Authority 5. A reg¬ 
istered nurse diabetes edu¬ 
cator co-ordinates the 
health care team. 

Services offered include: 
Individual counseling to 
help improve diabetes con¬ 
trol or help reduce the risk 
of developing diabetes; a 
one day educational pro¬ 
gram with an individual 
pre-assessment by the 
nurse and the dietician; 
gestational blood glucose 
meter loaner program; 
and more. 

Anyone can refer to the 
program. 

Talk to your doctor or 
contact the diabetes nurse 
directly at your nearest 
hospital. 

Family and compan¬ 
ions are welcome.

Didsbury sends congratulations to grade 12 student, Rachelle 
Fisher, who will be heading to the Canadian Western Agribition 
in Regina, Saskatchewan next weekend to participate in the 4- 
H Judging Competition. In 1997, Agribition introduced the 
first 4-H Judging Clinic, where 4-H organizations in each of the 
four western provinces could send participants to compete in 
judging livestock, including beef, dairy, swine, sheep and 
horses, with points awarded for both written and oral assess¬ 
ments. "This year we ll be judging dairy, sheep, beef, horse and 
bison," says Rachelle. "I haven't done bison before." Rachelle 
earned the right to attend the Agribition Competition after 
participating in the Alberta Provincial 4-H Judging & Seminar 
held at the Mountain View County Fair and Rodeo in Olds this 
August.

BOOKS, BOOKS, BOOKS 


Students at Westglen School had a real treat last Friday after¬ 
noon, when they were read to by author David A. Paulsen. 
Paulsen has published 16 books and read to the students from his 
latest adventure, "Vampire's Visit." 
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QUESTION: Does the middle child really have greater 
adaptive problems than his or her siblings? 

DR. DOBSON: The middle child does sometimes find 
it more difficult to establish his or her identity within the 
family. She enjoys neither the status of the eldest nor the 
attention given to the baby. 

Furthermore, she is likely to be born at a busy period 
in the life of her parents, and especially her mother. Then 
during her preschool years, her precious territory is 
invaded by a cute little newborn who steals Mama from 
her. Is it any wonder that she often asks, “Who am I, and 
where is my place in life?” 

QUESTION: What can I do to help my middle child 
figure out who she is? 

DR. DOBSON: Parents should take steps to ensure 
the identity of all their children, not just as members of 
the family — which can be accomplished in other ways — 
but as unique individuals. This is especially needed on 
behalf of middle children. Let me offer a couple of sugges¬ 
tions that will illustrate what I mean. 

1. Dad can take each child on a “date,” one at a time, 
periodically. The other kids should not be told where Dad 
and the child are going until it is revealed by the boy or girl 
in retrospect. They can play miniature golf, go bowling, 
play basketball, eat tacos or pizza, or visit a skating rink. 
The choice of activities should be made by the child whose 
turn has arrived. 

2. Each offspring can design his or her own flag, which 
can be sewn in canvas or cloth. That flag is then flown in 
the front yard on the child’s “special” days, including 
birthdays, after she has received an A in school, when he 
scores a goal in soccer or hits a home run in baseball, and 
so forth. 

There are other ways to accomplish the same purpose. 
The target, again, is to plan activities that emphasize one 
child’s individuality apart from his identity within the 
group. 

QUESTION: My marriage to my husband has been a 
very unsatisfying thing for me. I would divorce him if it 
were not for my concern for our three children. What does 
the research say about the impact of divorce on kids? 

DR. DOBSON: It’s now known that emotional devel¬ 
opment in children is directly related to the presence of 
warm, nurturing, sustained and continuous interaction 
with both parents. Anything that interferes with the vital 
relationship with either Mother or Father can have last¬ 
ing consequences for the child. 

One landmark study revealed that 90 percent of chil¬ 
dren from divorced homes suffered from an acute sense of 
shock when the separation occurred, including profound 
grieving and irrational fears. Fifty percent reported feel¬ 
ing rejected and abandoned, and indeed half of the fathers 
never came to see their children three years after the 
divorce. 

One-third of the boys and girls feared abandonment by 
the remaining parent, and 66 percent experienced yearn¬ 
ing for the absent parent with an intensity that research¬ 
ers described as overwhelming. Most significant, 37 per¬ 
cent of the children were even more unhappy and dissat¬ 
isfied five years after the divorce than they had been at 18 
months. 

In other words, time did not heal their wounds. 

That’s the real meaning of divorce. It is certainly what 
I think about, with righteous indignation, when I see 
infidelity and marital deceit portrayed on television as 
some kind of exciting game for two. 

The bottom line is that you are right to consider the 
welfare of your children in deciding whether or not to seek 
a divorce. 

As empty as the marital relationship continues to be for 
you, it is likely, from what I know of your circumstances, 
that your kids will fare better if you choose to stick it out.

Influenza vaccine available 


No need to panic; HA5’s 
Medical Officer of Health, Dr. 
Margaret Russell, announced 
yesterday that there is no short¬ 
age of influenze vaccine for the 
elderly and other medically 
high-risk persons. 

Health Authority 5 has suffi¬ 
cient inluenza vaccine to finish 
vaccinating persons who are 
eligible for publicly funded vac¬ 
cine this year. This includes all 
persons aged 65 years and older, 
and person under the age of 65 
years with chronic health con¬ 
ditions such as heart or lung 
disease, diabetes etc. Vaccine 
for these persons continues to 
be available from public health 
vaccination clinics and from doc¬ 
tor’s offices. 

However, the amount of vac¬ 
cine available for persons who 
are not eligible for the publicly 
funded vaccine - people who pay 
for their vaccinations - is se¬ 
verely limited. 

Effective November 3, 2000 


Health Authority 5 can provide 
influenza vaccine only to per¬ 
sons who are eligible for pub¬ 
licly funded vaccine. These are: 

• persons who are at highest 
risk of suffering severe illness 
including complications and hos¬ 
pitalization from influenza, 

• persons (caregivers) who 
are most likely to pass the dis¬ 
ease along to the frail and the 
elderly. 

“We are responding directly 
to this situation by limiting the 
vaccination to the elderly and to 
medically high risk persons. If 
you’re eligible for free vaccine, 
please come and get vaccinated,” 
said HA5 Medical Officer of 
Health, Dr. Margaret Russell. 


Please contact your local 
public health nurse if you have 
questions about eligibility for 
publicly funded vaccination. 

The uptake of influenza vac¬ 
cine this fall was higher than 
anticipated across Canada due 
to the expansion of the Ontario 
vaccination program. The en¬ 
tire output of one manufacturer 
is committed to Ontario. The 
other Canadian manufacturer, 
which in late September thought 
it had sufficient influenza vac¬ 
cine supplies to meet the de¬ 
mand for private purchase of 
vaccine within Canada this sea¬ 
son, has completely depleted 
their stock. No further vaccine 
will be manufactured this year.

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The shift to the e-marketplace in Canadian businesses 


The Internet has clearly 
become a viable transaction 
medium for conducting com¬ 
merce. E-Commerce has 
changed how markets work 
by increasing seller reach and 
buyer access, connecting 
trading partners more di¬ 
rectly, and providing previ¬ 
ously unavailable customer 
infomation. At the same time, 
businesses are realizing that 
the nature of the Internet 
itself is changing customer 
expectations. This is contrib¬ 
uting to a shift away from 
traditional e-Commerce and 
towards electronic market¬ 
place, where users can easily 
access one source for all of 
their business needs.

Federal support needed for Alberta grain producers 


For the 4th year in a row, 
Alberta grain producers are 
facing returns lower than the 
cost of production. A recent 
breakeven analysis conducted 
by Alberta Agriculture’s Eco¬ 
nomic Unit shows that the 
shortfall for wheat ranges from 
$21.00 to $62.00 per acre de¬ 
pending upon location and 
crop conditions. For barley 
the shortfall is projected to be 
from $31 to $45 per acre. For 
canola the shortfall is from 
$67 to $87 per acre. These 
amounts cover typical vari¬ 
able and fixed costs and do not 
provide for a return on invest¬ 
ment, labour or management. 

After seeing this report, 
Wild Rose Agricultural Pro¬ 
ducers’ President, Neil 
Wagstaff, said, “Grain produc¬ 
ers cannot continue to absorb 
losses at this level for much 


longer. Reserves and equity 
are running low, machinery 
is wearing out, and increas¬ 
ing credit is becoming more 


producers since commodity 
prices have slowly declined 
over the past few years.

drawn a good portion of their 
Net Income Stabilization Ac¬ 
counts (NISA). Alberta’s 
Farm Income Disaster Pro¬ 
gram (FIDP) was designed to 
kick in when income drops 
severely. FIDP has not pro¬ 
vided coverage for most grain 


have also suffered reduced 
yields from weather-related fac¬ 
tors have not been able to ac¬ 
cess support from FIDP.” 

In the past eight months, 
the Alberta Government has 
provided ad hoc payments to 
Alberta producers of $10.29 


per acre based on 1999 pro¬ 
duction acres. This has cer¬ 
tainly helped grain producers, 
but the Alberta Agriculture 
study shows that this is not 
enough. To date the Federal 
Government has not shown 
any willingness to match this 
payment like they did for 
Manitoba and Saskatchwan 
producers this past spring. 

Wild Rose Agricultural Pro¬ 
ducers is calling upon the Fed¬ 
eral Government to immedi¬ 
ately provide an additional pay¬ 
ment to Alberta grain and 
oilseed producers equivalent 
to $20 per acre. It is estimated 
this would cost approximately 
$375 million. Such support 
should be distributed based 
upon documented grain sales. 
In addition to this, improved 
long-term funding of safety- 
net programs needs to also be 


committed by both the provin¬ 
cial and federal governments. 

Not only are grain produc¬ 
ers suffering from continuing 
shortfalls created by an unfair 
international market place, 
but the many businesses who 
provide services to grain pro¬ 
ducers are also having serious 
difficulties.

JUSTICE 
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Trade investigation based on politics, not facts 


The Canadian Wheat 
Board (CWB) is disap¬ 
pointed, but not sur¬ 
prised, by the an¬ 
nouncement that the 
United States is con¬ 
tinuing its trade chal¬ 
lenge into Canadian 
farmer’s trading prac¬ 
tices. 

The office of the 
United States Trade 
Representative (USTR) 
announced its decision 
to investigate the trad¬ 
ing practices of Cana¬ 
dian farmers based on a 
Section 301 petition 
filed by the North Da¬ 
kota Wheat Commis¬ 
sion. 

“Unfortunately, 
politics have overshad¬ 
owed the weakness of 
this inaccurate and un¬ 
substantiated petition,” 
said CWB President and 
CEO Greg Arason. 

“We’re confident that 
after the Presidential 
election the petition 
will be looked at on its 
merits and be dis¬ 
missed.” 

Among other things, 
the petition portrays al¬ 
leged Canadian subsi¬ 
dies as the principal 
cause of government- 
induced distortion in 
world wheat trade. 

However, according 
to 1999 OECD Pro¬ 
ducer Support Esti¬ 
mates, government sup¬ 
port measures ac¬ 
counted for 46 per cent 
of wheat farm income 
in the U.S. and only 11 
per cent in Canada. 

“The NDWC charges 
do not reflect the reali¬ 
ties of the global grain 
market,” said Arason. 

“It appears they need 
someone to blame for 
low world prices and the 
easy thing is to blame 
Canadians.” 

The North Dakota 
Wheat Commission filed 
its controversial Sec¬ 
tion 301 petition with 
the United States Trade 
Representative on Sep¬ 
tember 8, 2000. 

The USTR (an arm 
of the President’s of¬ 
fice) now has one year 
to investigate the case 
and determine what ac¬ 
tion it will take. 

The Americans at¬ 
tempted to use the Sec¬ 
tion 301 petition dur¬ 
ing the softwood lum¬ 
ber dispute but were 
overruled by a GATT 
panel.

The European Union 
has also challenged the 
legality of the Section 
301 legislation casting 
further doubt on its 
merit. 

“We will not be bul¬ 


lied by their strong-arm 
tactics,” said Arason. 

“We know that as 
long as Canadians do a 
good job of selling any 
commodity that is in 
competition with 


American products, 
they will try to set up 
roadblocks.”

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Olds Grizzlys being tutored 
by university scouts

Several Olds Grizzlys are 
making the grade. 

Besides making their mark 
on the opposition, Grizzlys snip¬ 
ers Tyler Brosz and Colen 
Pappas are impressing National 
College and University Athletic 
Association scouts as they are 
heading to the United States 
this week for interviews with 
athletic departments in hopes 
of securing hockey scholar¬ 
ships. 

Brosz, the leading scorer in 
the alberta Junior Hocckey 
League, is going to the Univer¬ 
sity of Minnesota, while 
Pappas, in third place in 
AJHL scoring, is heading to 
Lindsay University. 

Brosz and Pappas are four 
year veterans of the Grizzlys, 
with Pappas being named the 
Grizzlys most valuable player 
the past two years. 

“Because they ( Pappas and 
Brosz) are playing so well this 
season, it is the right time for 
them to talk directly with the 
universities interested in 
them,” said Grizzlys head 
coach and general manager 
Brett Cox, noting the two 
players will be away from the 
Grizzlys line-up for approxi¬ 
mately a week. 


“In their absence, it will give 
the other players an opportu¬ 
nity to step up their play and 
asume a leadership role and I 
expect other veteran players 
will fill the void,” added Cox. 

According to Cox, NCAA 
scouts have been following the 
Grizzlys constantly this year 
and are interested in several 
other players, ten in total. 

With the scouts interested 
in the fortunes of the players, 
it is a ‘win win’ situation for 
the Grizzlys and the players. 

“This shows education is a 
major interest of the players 
and the Grizzlys organization,” 
added Cox. 

“Knowing past players of 
the Grizzlys have acquired 
hockey scholarships is an im¬ 
portant aspect in recruiting 
players,” noted Cox. 

A former teacher, Cox real¬ 
izes the value of an education 
and he and assistant coach and 
general manager, Chad Bea¬ 
gle, are constantly instilling 
into the players the viability of 
combining hockey and educa¬ 
tion. 

The possibility of players ob¬ 
taining hockey scholarships is 
a valuable marketing tool for 
the Grizzlys and is a major 
reason current players have 


opted to play in the AJ H L rather 
than displaying their talents for 
Western Hockey League teams 
indicated Cox. 

In AJHL action this past 
week, the Grizzlys rattled off 
three consecutive wins, routing 
the Crowsnest Pass 
Timberwolves 7-1, defeating the 
Calgary Royals 4-2 and captur¬ 
ing the Brooks Bandits by a 5-2 
score. 

“I’ve said it in the past, this 
team has a lot of character and 
it was shown in the past three 
games as they rebounded from 
the loss to the Grande Prairie 
Storm last weekend,” Cox said 

Although the flow of the 
games with the Royals and Ban¬ 
dits was interrupted by penalties 
on both sides Cox said, “The 
players were able to keep their 
composure and remained 
focussed.” 

“It is a credit in the way 
they are playing, they’re find¬ 
ing ways to win,” concluded 
Cox.

During the period leading up to the November 27, 2000 federal 
general election, Elections Canada expected a high volume of calls 
from the general public for information and is experiencing this 
now. 

“Every aspect of Canada’s electoral system must be completely 
transparent, and the general public must be able to find answers to 
their questions quickly and easily,” said the Chief Electoral Officer 
of Canada, Jean-Pierre Kingsley. “To this end, there are various 
ways to reach Elections Canada, including by telephone, via the 
Elections Canada Web site or through the local Elections Canada 
office. In addition, we have implemented a comprehensive advertis¬ 
ing program that includes a general information pamphlet sent to 
every household in Canada.” 

To repond to the increased volume of calls, Elections Canada has 
increased the staff assigned to the 1-800-INFO-VOTE telephone 
information service. The lines are open from 7 a. m. to 1 a.m. (Ottawa 
time) so that Canadians in all regions of the country have access to 
the service throughout the day. 

In addition, we have made significant improvements to Elections 
Canada’s Web site (www.elections.ca) so as to increase the informa¬ 
tion available and improve its accessibility. 

Voters may also get information by calling the Elections Canada 
office in their electoral district; the telephone number and address 
are shown on the voter information card that is now being sent to all 
electors whose names are on the preliminary voters lists.
